Outbreak of Hostilities with France. 

It was. however, temporarily disturbed by the 
sudden breaking out of the Franco-German war. 
Na ITI. had for some time been trying to 
find a pretext for quarreling with Prussia. The 
opportunity camein 1870. The Provisional Gov- 
ernment of Spain had July 4 elected Prince Leo- 
pold of Hohenzollern, a relative of King William 
of Prussia, to fill the vacant throne. The French 
Government took umbrage atit. By the advice 
of King William Prince Leopold withdrew from 
the candidature. 

This was not sufficient for France. It wanted 
an assurance that Prussia would at no fature 
period indorse his claims. This King William re- 
fused to give, and July 23 France declared war 
against Prussia. Contrary to the expectations of 
Napoleon the southern German States at once 
decided to support Prussia and the northern 
States. In fact he saw all Germany from the 
Baltic Sea to the Bavarian Alps in arms against 

The news of the step taken by France reached 
Moltke at Kretsau late at night. He had already 
retired to rest. Very well,” was his reply to 
the messenger,-and he slept until morning. 
From that time until the close of the campaign 
his devotion to the arduous duties that devolved 
upon him was unceasing. The German army was 
splendidly organized and far superior in num- 


bers to the French; besides they were not ready. 


Moltke’s marvelous tactics were again displayed. 
He is credited with saying: 

It the French attack us before the 27th of this 
month we must abandon the left bank of the 
Rhine to them and shall have to retake it. If 
they do not attack us before the Ist of August we 
can offer them battle on the other side of the 
Rhine. Ifthey have not attacked us by Aug. 4 
on that day we shall cross the frontier.” 

Nadpoieon the Third Surrenders. 

The German afms were victorious everywhere 
and the French losses were immense. They were 
completely surrounded at Sedan and Napoleon 
had to surrender with his army of 90,000 men. 
Paris was reached by the conquerors Sept. 19, 
Strasburg capitulated the 27th, and Oct. 28 Mar- 
shal Bazaine eurrendered Metz with an army of 
180,000 men. By this time, to the astonishment of 
all Europe, France was virtually conquered, 
although Paris @id not surrender until Jan. 29, 
1871. 

The war over Moltke, the chief hero of it, re 
turned to Berlin, when honors fell upon 
thick and fast. His hatred of praise, however, 
was still as strong as ever and he shrank, as 
much as possible, from both public and private 
demonstrations. H as created a Count and 
appointed General Marshal. The last years 
of his life passed in the regular performance of 
his official duties, in which he was most exact. 

Although a stanch conservative he took no 
active interest in the politics of his country. Asa 
member of the Reichstag he was an attentive 
listener. He had to make but one speech a year, 
and that, of course. pertained to military matters, 
whith was his specialty. Acting upon the prin- 
ciple that siletive is golden he talked so little 
throughout his life that he earned for himself the 
name of the Silend.“ 

His habits of life were very regular. eating. 
drinking, and smoking little, but having a great 
penchant for snuff, Winter and summer he 
entered his study at 7 o'clock in the morning and 
worked with slight intermission until 8 o’clock in 
the evening, whem he joined the family circle.

Between “ Frithjof’’ and Massenet’s Eve, 
the two principal things of the evening, Miss 
Clementine De Vere sang the Shadow 
Dance from Meyerbeer’s Dinorah, and 
the audience clapped so vigorously that she 
gave an encore. The duet of Adam and 
Eve by Mr. Santley and Miss De Vere was 
also warmly received. 

Precautions are taken to prevent people 
who have money to spend and don’t work 
from gaining adinission for one night at 
least. But Mr. Tomlins can’t examine the 
hands of every purchaser of a ticket as the 
Justice does at the armory to see if the palms 
are properly calloused or if there is a big inky 
blotch on the thumb, and a many seats 
in the house were taken by the people for 
whom the concerts were not intended.

: As Viewed by the Critic. 

The program was a well chosen one, includ- 
ing Max Bruch’s strong and dramatic setting 
ot the Scenes from Frithjof’s Saga, for so- 
prano and baritone soloists and male chorus, 
and Massenet’s delightful cantata, or mys- 
tery, as he terms it, by reason of the intro- 
duction of the Narrator, for the same soloists 
and mixed cherus. In the first number the 
male chorus was unusually effective, particu- 
larly in the first and second basses, but this 
was not unusual, as the tenors and basses of 
this club rarely have been anythmg eise but 
effective. The result was a thoroughly satis- 
factory performance of the robust and sturdy 
Frithjof music, a nice regard for its dramatic 
quality, fine shading, and prompt attack. In 
the mixed choruses of the Massenet number, 
however, the work was not so good upon the 
whole. While some of the choruses, particu- 
larly in the strong finale, were given excellent- 
ly, in others there were manifest an irresolution 
in attack and an uncertainty in time which 
kept the conductor busy and anxious, and ne- 
cessitated considerable shouting and singing 
on his part to bring back the wanderers. The 
defect, however, probably was not manifest 
to those anacquainted with the music or at a 
little distance away from the stage; but it was 
a defect, all the same. The performance of 
the program as a whole, however, reflected 
credit upon the club and added to the general 
satisfaction which two such works, so strongly 
contrasted in style and character, must always 
give when well done. 

The soprano soloist was Miss Clementine de 
Vere,who is no stranger to Chicago audiences, 
though hitherto she has only been heard in 
solo concert numbers. Her singing on this 
occasion showed that she is equally effective 
in larger and more dramatic works. Her 
voice 18 of very pleasant quality, and while not 
rubust is still of sufficient strength to do jus- 
tice to the music allotted to ber. It is rare, 
indeed, that more effective singing has been 
heard here than she displayed in the soliloquy 
of Eve, and particularly m the Lament of 
Ingeborg in the Frithjof music, which was 
delightful for its dignity, pathos, and fine 
shading. Between the two larger works she 
sang the shadow song from Dinorah,”’ which 
gave her an opportunity to display the flexible 
quality of her voice as well as her phenomenal 
capacity for sustaining a tone. 

The baritone soloist was Charles Santley, 
the English artist, who needed no introduc. 
tion to an American audience. He has visited 
this country before as a concert singer, but it 
was his first appearance here. His fame as a 
concert, oratorio, and opera singer long ago 
preceded and secured for him a warm 
welcome from the immense audience. It is a 
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The number of pictures shown was large in 
proportion to the number of exhibiters. Sev- 
eral of the ladies sent as Many as twelve or 
more works, and one sent twenty-one. There 
are a number of. excellent canvases, and the 
exhibition as a whole is higher in standard 
than any which the club has shown heretofore. 

The strongest works shown are figure pieces, 
though there are several excellent 
and the feminine tendency to run to flowers 
and still life is shown but in a slight degree, 
and principally in the water colors. 


PICTURES THAT ATTBACT ATTENTION. 


Some of the More Natable Efforts and 
Their Merits. 

The group of pictures sent by Mies Haskell 
is perhaps the strongest, although the honors 
are closely disputed, however, by Miss Pauline 
Dohn. Miss Haskell's Flaxworkers at Rest, 
which shows a number of ‘peasants in the sub- 
dued light of an old barn, is a work which is 
strong in tone and quality. The subject is 
simply and intelligentiy depicted, and there 
are no superfluous details; everything in the 
picture has a reason for being there. 

Miss Haskell’s scene on the River Mass, with 
its gray sky and water, strip of green bank, 
boats, and a village in the distance, is not so 
important a work as here Mother Love,” 
which. shows a plain interior with a 
seated figure of a womak, with a cap and 
spiral ornaments of country, looking 
fondly at the boy at her kee. 

Miss Dohn’s The Letter from Fatherland ”’ 
is another homely subject, feelingly treated, 
and possessing many excellent technical qual- 
ities. A young girl in a pink dress reading a 
letter to an old woman, attentively listening, 
is admirably painted. 

Miss Dohn sends a paste] study of a young 
woman in black posed against a warm, yellow 
background, and with flowers of a simular 
coloron her hat. The flesh tones partake 
slightly of the same color, and the result is a 
harmony which is most pleasing. Her portrait 
of a woman and charcoal study of an old man 
playing solitaire are also worthy of mention. 

Miss Kellogg’s two portraifs of women are 
among the hest shown, especially that ofa 
young woman with a pink and a yellow rose 
in her corsage. Both portraits show the sub- 
jects dressed in white and posed against a 
white background, an arrangement which 
those who have tried know how difficult it 1s 
to paint. * 5 

The same artist's pasture scene, with the 
figure of a young woman bathed in strong 
afternoon sunlight, is @ hardy. undertaking, 
which is more than moderately successful... 

Miss Kellogg's pastel gung ot a young lady 
in gray, Which has a | shown at the 
Exposition, is a work which is perhaps more 
sympathetic than either of her oil portraits. 
Some works which have a delicately poetic 
feeling are those of Miss Ellen A. Holmes. 
They do ndt show cleverness of handling, un- 
less it is in the bowl of roses. Her large pict- 
ure of a cornfield is a fine harmony of color, 
and the other landscapes have a fine feeling of 
nature in them. 

Miss Coyner’s “End of the Garden is a 
closely studied bit, showing a shaded arbor, a 
wall, and flowers, and garden tools in the fore- 
ground. Her Mill Bridge in Picardy ” has 
some good work in it, but of an unfinished 
style, and a manner which seems to be char- 
acteristic of the work of the pupils of Thomp- 
son. 

Mrs. Means sends a portrait of a woman 
which may be an excellent likeness, but not a 
work of much technical skill. Among the 
landscapists Mrs. McD. Pullman has an im- 
portant exhibit. Her Left to Nature, a 
road overgrown with weeds and flowers; and 
another landscape, with rocks in the fore- 
ground and a roadway bordered by astone 
wall, are among tlie best of the numerous 
works she has sent. 

Miss Dyer's Wood Interior, with a small 
figure in the middle ground, isa good study 
in greens. A head by the same artist is also 
well done. Miss Freer sends a well-painted 
head and a small landscape, which have good 
qualities. Miss Helen C. Brown’s “At An- 
nasquam is a small landscape, but true in 
effect. Miss Jones' Hunter's Highway,“ 
and several water- color studies, as well as 
Miss F. S. Cleaver’s study in gauche, are 
bright bits of landscape. Miss Ida Burgeas 
sends, in addition to a good portrait ofa 
woman, a decorative subject entitled Song 
of Spring.”’ 

Miss C. A. Owen’s study of cats and land- 
scape with sheep are about the only animal 
subjects in the exhibition and are good. Miss 
Adele Fay’s Ghost Seers is a curious sub- 
ject, showing a group of colored children in a 
dark attic, strewn with all sorts of cast-off ob- 
jects. Miss Ciceley Miller’s broadly-handled 
still life of some autumn leaves ina jar is a 
pleasing color scheme. 

Worthy of note among the water-colors is a 
head by Miss S. S. Hayden and a study of a 
negro in Arab costume, which she calls “A

The railroads not being willing to be ac- 
cused by their patrons of givm the Howells 
special advantages, began an investigation. 
Superintendent Carman of the Western Rail- 
way Weighing Association finally secured the 
evidence upon which the indictment was 
based. It is asserted that the amount of loss 
to the several railroad companies by reason of 
the return of incorrect weights by weigh- 
masters runs up into the thousands of dollars. 

If the results of Superintendent Carman’s 
in vestigations, which formed the basis of the 
indictment, are sustained in court,” said a 
prominent railway official, “ it will be shown 
that an agreement was entered into with the 
weighmasters who were engaged to weigh the 
cars, and, after ascertaining the actual weight 
of the car, to return to the agent who did the 
bilhng of the cars a false weight, which would 
be from 5,000 to 10,000 pounds less than the 
actual weight of the car. In returning this 
weight they would give a fictitious gross 
weight, giving the actual tare of the car, and 
by this means deprive the roads of the correct 
revenue that they would have had had the act- 
ual weight of the car been furnished to the 
agent. 

The Weighmaster’s Story. 

One of the weighmasters who was recent- 
ly appointed alleges that he was approached 
with an offer of money. He went to Carman 
with a story to that effect, saying he had re- 
ceived the money. Mr. Carman laid the mat- 
ter before Chairman St. John of the associa- 


tion, and the weighmaster was instructed, the 


next time any money was offered him, to de- 
mand payment by check. It is claimed that 
the Howells complied with the request of the 
weighmaster, and that the check he re@vived 


furnished the grounds for the indictment 


against the firm.” 

Aside from the criminal prosecution it is 
said a number of civil suits for damages are 
likely to be instituted against the Howells by 
the railroad companies who claim to have 
been defrauded of a portion of their revenues 
by the return of false weights. To escape 
these suits the Howells are said to be making 
strenuous efforts to settle with the railroads. 
A settlement, it is stated, has been effected 
with the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, 
which company is said to have received $9,000 
in liquidation of its claim. The Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé claims to have lost 
$100,000 and the Howells, it is said, 
have offered it $50,000 in settlement 
of its claim. The company, however, 
refuses to settle for less than $100,000. 


Mr. St. John of the Rock Island puts the 


loss of his road at $50,000, and says it will not 
take a cent less. Other railroad companies 
are reported as demanding amounts of from 
$5,000 to $25,000, and before they get through 
the Howells may ve called upon to liquidate 
claims amounting to $250,000. The members 
of the firm are wealthy.

It is believed by well-informed railroad men

FIRST SHIPMENT OF FREE SUGAR, 
A Chicago Firm Receives the Initial Con- 


signment from Abroad. 
The first shipment of sugar for immediate 


& : consumption received in the United States 
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since the increase in duties in 1872 arrived in 
Chicago Wednesday consigned to Albert W. 
Cobb & Co., importing grocers at No. 34 Wa- 
bash avenue. By a strange coincidence the 
first work done by Mr. Cobb, the senior mem- 
ber of the firm, after leaving college was to 
write up bills of sale for the last cargo of 
sugar received in the United States, which 
was imported by a Boston firm in 1872. Mr. 
Cobb was then in business with his father 
‘under the firm name of Albert A. Cobb & Co. 

Previous to 1872 a large percentage of sugar 
consumed in this country was imported, but 
the increase in duties acted as a barrier to 
further importations. From that time until 
April 1 the only sugar imported was of such 
a low standard that it was necessary to refine 
it before it was marketable. The new schedule 
in the McKinley bill admits duty free all 
sugars below No. 16 Dutch standard, and the 
shi t 1 by Cobb & * se : 
quality to permit its being impo withou 
payment of revenue. In fact, the standard 
was not above No. 14, as the firm did not care 
to chances. The shipment consisted of 
twenty-five tons of light brown, for which the 
wholesale price will average four cents. Mr. 
Cobb said the sugar was bought in Glasgow 
and shipped just three weeks before its 3 
in Chicago. He was able to buy across the 
water, pay freights and iusuran land 
the sugar in his warehouse at a price slightly 
below the trust prices. On refined sugars 
could pay freights, duty, and insurance and 
come within one-eighth to one-fourth cent of 
the present prices of the Sugar Trust.

The union has told Burke 
and Evans that after Jan. 1, 1893, it will not 
handle their marble unless their factories are 
by that time moved to Chicago.

MICHIGAN'S INSANE ASYLUM. 


Dr. Edwards Admits Having Extracted «a 
Patient’s Teeth. 

Kartamazoo, Mich., April 24~—[Special. ]— 
The legislative investigation into the asylum 
maragement was resumed today. The de- 
fense made general denials to all charges, 
claiming that all that had been done was in 
line with the proper conduct of the institution.

‘DON’T LIKE THE ASSESSMENT SCHEME. 


Chicago City Officials Criticise the House 
Committee Bill. 

In the Springfield dispatches in yesterday’s 
Trrpunz was the statement that the House 
Revenue Committee would recommend the 
passage of the House committee bill which 
has in view the increase in revenues. The 
measure requires all notes and all other evi- 
dences of indebtedness to be presented to the 
Assessor annually for assessment, and that to 
be officially stamped by that official when the 
same has been entered on his books for taxa- 
tion. In case any note fails to bear the 
Assessor’s stamp that failure shall be ac- 
cepted as evidence of intending evasion of 
taxation, and shall bar the holder of the note 
from the collection of interest thereon by 
process of law. 

I doubt much that the bill will pass, said 
County Treasurer Kern. The idea is a good 
one, but it does not go far enough. If it is 
intended to enforce the law requiring the 
listing of promissory notes the law should go 
further and subject bonds, Government, rail- 
way, and municipal, to the same regulations. 
There are other points about our revenue laws 
and methods of listing property which are de- 
fective.” 

An employé of Mr. Kern’s office said: 
The plan is the first step toward an income 
tax, and to the extent that it goes is goud. It 
— be more comprehensive, in my judg- 
ment. 

Samuel B. Chase, Assessor for the North 
Town, said: “I wish to premise my re- 
marks with the statement t I am opposed 
to the assessing of personal property. For 
this reason Im in a sense prejudiced, and 
hardly competent to pass judgment on the 
bill. I think that if it were to become a law 
it would result in doing: more injustice than 
it would correct evils. It's simply another 
movement to tinker up the revenue laws. 
These are now the most unjustof any State 
in the Union, as nearly as I am able to judge, 
and are so mixed and ‘tangled that even law- 
yers find it impossible to understand them, 
and to the ordinary man they are 
wholly dark and mysterious. The 
law presupposes that the Assessor’s office is 
kept open all the year. As a matter of fact 
the assessments must be made this year be- 
tween May 1 and June 23. Notes that are 
drawn prior to June 22 might be listed readil 
enough, but how about those drawn later an 
which mature before the Ist of next May? 
It might be difficult then for the holders to 
find the Assessor, for the latter’s office would be 
closed. It would result in leaving out of the 
assessment notes made during ten months of 
the year, and listing only those on hand durin 
the two months of assessment. As to extend- 
ing the provisions of the bill to bonds of any 
value, the idea is impracticable. Most of these 
are payable outside of the State, and the man- 
ner or method of paymg could scarcely be 
regulated by Illinois revenue laws.“ 


GRAIN INSPECTOR’S RESPONSIBILITY, 


The Proposed Legislation to Hold Them as 
Individuals for Errors. 

Among receiving houses on Change yester- 
day interest was aroused by the annoynce- 
ment from Springfield that the Senate had 
passed Mr. Humphrey’s bill providing that 
grain inspectors should be held individually 
responsible for their mistakes instead of the 
State Grain Inspection Department. The pro- 
posed amendment to the present statute will 
thus make it possible for the department to 
avoid any claims for damages through incom- 
petency, or error of ju ent, or other cause, 
and the complainant will be obliged to deal 
direct with the subinspector. In other words, 
the Inspection Department may reap what- 
ever of profit there is in thé business and yet 
ignore any responsibility for the acts of its 
duly appointed and controlled agents. True 
it is that under an old law each inspector is 
under bond for the faithful performance of 
his duty and liable for damages through neg- 
lect; yet it is the opinion of receivers that the 
framers of the amendment hope to quietly 
secure its insertion for the purpose of freeing 
the department of the necessity of investi- 
gating any claims on the part of merchants or 
country shippers. 

It was suggested by a prominent grain mer- 
chant that there is altogether too much pol- 
itics in the Grain Inspection Department, and 
too many pl for preferment which must 
be filled, perhaps by incompetent men, and 
that it is the desire to make a good showing 
on the side of profit, even though it be at the 
expense of the trade in a broad sense. It is 
urged that because of this liability on the part 
of the individual inspector, who 1 sup- 
ports a large family on the small salary re- 
r 
in way o grain ow, 
the other extreme reached and a great 
many cars inspected into a lower grade than 
that in which they really rom | taking into 
consideration real merit and condition. 

As a result there is relatively little grain go- 
ing into No. 2 grade, and Western shippers to 
primary markets m many instances send 

i ce to other cities where they claim 
there is some show of securing a just inspec- 
tion. While the law indirectly makes 
the inspector liable damages the aoa 
ment fixes his responsibility more explicitly. 
The ral sentiment of trade is — 
this feature of individual responsibility.

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SAN DOMINGO WILLING TO MAKE IM- 
PORTANT CONUERSSIONS. 


Special Commissioner Galvan Says the 
Little Republic Will Make Heavy Sacri- 
fices to Secure Closer Trade Relations 
with the United States—Federal Meat 
Inspection to Be Established in Chicago 
May 1—Illinois’ $400,000 Claim. 


Wasuinetom, D. C., April 24.—[Special.]— | 


Mr. Galvan, the Special Commissioner from 
San Domingo to negotiate a reciprocity ar- 
rangement with the United States, talks freely 
of his mission. He is hopeful that the arrange 
ment may be made under the reciprocity 
clause in the Tariff bill. In a day or two his 
credentials will be presented to Secretary 
Bisine. In an interview Commissioner Gal- 
van says; San Domingo occupies about two- 
thirds of a large island lying southeast of 
Cuba, the other third being the Republic of 
Hayti. Our population, officially estimated, 
is 610,000. We raise about 50,000 tons of sugar, 
21,000 tons of which are sent to the United 
tates. The balance is consumed on the isl- 
We send to Germany a large quantity of 
tobacco. It is not quite as fine as Cuban to- 
bacco, but finds a ready sale in Germany. We 
also raise cocoa, tea, coffee, and hides. A 
good quality of tea grows wild. There is also 
a considerable exportation of mahogany and 
logwood.”’ ; 

On what basis could a reciprocity treaty 
be negot iateda?’’ 

There are many reasons why such a treaty 
weuld be beneficial. The total imports of the 
Republic amounts to about $4,500,000 a year. 
Of this amount the United States sends us 
now only. about $750,000 worth. With a treaty 
favoring American goods the importations 
from the United States would aggregate fully 
$3,500,000, 8 the cotton goods and 
ironwate which we ett from + land, — 

ey shoes, drugs which we 
from — and the beer and other — 
which came from Germany. 

But there is something more to be gained 
than a mere increase of commerce. With such 
a treaty the sugar industry would be greatly

chase of more machinery. For both of these 
we would look to the United States. Already 
60 per cent of the sugar estates are in the 
hands of Americans. 

Our people are wealthy and anxious to 
deal with the United States. When I tell you 
that there are no internal revenue taxes in 
San Domingo and that its revenues are de- 
rived solely from customs duties you can ap- 

reciate the sacrifice that we make in cutting

MEAT INSPECTION TO BEGIN MAY 1. 


The Department of Agriculture Making 
Preparations to Begin Work. 

Wasuineron, D. C., April 24.—[Special.]— 
The Federal inspection of meats which the 
big Chicago packers have asked for will be 
putin force soon. The Department of Agri- 
culture has .been waiting a consignment of 
specially manufactured microscopes which 
were required for the microscopic inspection 
provided for salted meats for exportation.

An effort will be made to have the inspection 
in force May 1, and Dr. Salmon of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry will probably go out to 
Chicago with some of his assistants to put the 
machinery in motion.

Attorney-General Hunt 
of illinois in his brief, which is now on file 
before the court, ‘cites the clause of the enab- 
ling act allowing to the State of Illinois 2 per 
cent of the proceeds from the sale of 1 ublic 
lands for aiding the construction of National 
highways. Illinois, he says, carried out its 
part of the contract, for he claims it was a 
contract. On the part of the State of Hlinois 
the obligation made binding on it by the com- 
pact was sacredly kept during its infancy 
when observance was a burden to the State 
and cost it much more than the benefits re- 
ceiv 

Its population was small and its ability to 
raise the funds necessary for carrying on the 
State Government was limited even if its pow- 
ers of taxation had been untrammeled by any 
such restrictions as those im by the act 
of Congress. Deprivation of the State and 
all its local and political subdivisions of the 
right to tax ali the lands within their borders 
for a period of five years from and after the 
date of sale by the United States, cast upon 
the State and each of ite subdivisions a bur- 
den which at that time they were poorly able 


to bear. . 
In addition the State was deprived of all of 
the 5 per cent fund which would have 
arisen from the sale of 9.588, 568 acres of land 
includéd in military grants and for which 
atents were issued on land warrants issued 
— the United States for mili services, the 
Supreme Court of the United States having 
held in the 5 2 cent gases supra, that such 
disposition of land by the National Gov- 
ernment was not a sale in the meaning of the 
law. This at $1.25 per acre would amount to 
$11,917,958, and 5 * . nt of this is 3595. 
897, or about $120, in excess of the whole 
amount claimed in this suit. There remains 
now only the States of Ohio, Indiana and IIli- 
nois having claims which have not been ad- 


usted. 

. The State of Illinois has never receded from 
the legal position that, under the com the 
United States was bound to complete the 
road “or roads, to the m of which it 
agreed to appiy the two-fifths of the 5 per 
cent of the proceeds of the sales of the public 
lands within the State, nor has the State in 
any manner relinquished its claim upon this 
trust fund. Inquiry at the Department of 
Justice shows that the Government proposes 
to plead the statute of limitations against the 
States of Illinois and Ohio in their cases, and 
that, theref ore, there is no cause for action.

STATE OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 


The Death-Rate in Illinois During March 
Higher than Ever Before. 
The Illinois State Board of Health met at 
the Grand Pacific yesterday. Dr. Rauch, the 
Secretary, presented his quarterly report. Ac- 
cording to this report the public health for the 
first two months of the quarter was unusually 
good, but the death-rate in March was higher 
than ever known before in this State. 
The causes given for this were the peculiar 
meteorological conditions and the presence of 
the grip. It was stated that cases of yellow 
fever are arriving at Eastern ports unusually 
early, also at the Gulf ports, and there isa 
possibility of the disease finding a lodgment 
later in the season. There was also some 
cause for apprehension from cholera from the 
fact that it again broken out in parts of 
Asia Minor and in Syria. re was a i- 
bility of its extension to Europe and thence 
to different of the world. In view of 
this fact of the fact that typhus fever has 
been recently introduced in New York 
board municipal sanitation with all 
possible vigor. 
The matter of foreign diplomas was con- 
sidered and it was decided hereafter to recog- 
nize no foreign diploma that does 
not confer upon its possessur the 
right to practice medicine in the country in 
which it was ted.

Judge Driggs Decides That He Has No 
Grounds for a Damage Suit—The Exten- 
sion of Washtenaw Aventie—Probate

After passing upon some questions of interest to 
railroads, scalpers, and passengers, Judge Driggs 
yesterday instructed a jury to return a verdict for 
the defendant in the case of Peter S. Peterson 
against the Southern Pacific railway company. 
Plaintiff sued for $25,000 damages for being put 
off a train at Carlin after he had presented a 
ticket to the conductor purchased from a scalper 
to New 
Orleans, The. eonductor took up the ticket, 
claiming that the name of E. Weinberg had been 
erased and that of Peterson's substituted and 
ejected him from the car. 

The seventh clause of the ticket reads: It is 
not transferable and if presented by any person 
other than the one named herein the conductor 


or agent at the point of exchange will take it up. 


and collect full fare.” For the plaintiff it was 
argued that there was no erasure of a name; that 
the ticket was not transferred from the man 


‘whose name it contained, and even if the ticket 


wae transferred from the original purchaser the 
— 27 had no right to eject 1 until he 
ed the point ot exchange where the agent 
ocala collect full fare as provided by the contract 
on the back of the ticket. 
he defense contended that the company never 
made a contract with Peterson, ashe never paid 
the company any consideration, and therefore it 
was under no obligation to him as merely a hold- 
er of the ticket. The court took ne view of the 
case and an appeal was prayed by plaintiff.

VIOLATE MEXICO’S LAWS. 


WORK FOR THE STATE DEPARTMENT 
MADE BY AMERICANS, 


Most of the Charges of Illegal Imprison- 
ment and Injustice Forwarded to Secre- 
tary Blaine Found on Investigation to 
Be Unwarranted by the Evidence—Some 
Notable Cases Which Show the General 
Character of the Cases and the Vigi- 
lance of Our Diplomatic Officers. 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 24.—[Special. ]— 
Citizens of the United States who get into 
Mexican jails think it is an outrage-if their 
Government fails to demand their immediate 
release, At least this seems to be the tenor of 
the requests that come to the State Depart- 
ment. The fact that in some of the border 
States it is thought a trifling affair to cross 
over into Mexico and commit a crime gives 
the Mexican authorities a good deal of trouble, 
for whatever the offense is the cry is apt to be 
raised that the offenders’ punishment, is .due 
to prejudice against Americans. 

Whenever a citizen of the United States is 
arrested in Mexico the Consuls and other 
diplomatic officers are instructed to investi- 
gate and report all the facts to the State De- 
partment and to keep the department posted 
as to the progress of thecase. Whenever justice 
seems to be denied energetic remonstrances 
are made, and where the intercession of the 
United States in behalf of an accused seems 
desirable it is never denied. 

The leading grievance with Americans im- 
prisoned in Mexico who may be innocent or 
who may have been arrested on slight charges 
is the delay of the Mexican courts in bringing 
cases to trial. The municipal laws of Mexico 
differ radically fron: those of the United 
States. The machinery of the courts is dif- 
ferent and justice is, perhaps, a little slower 
than ip the United States; yet whenever an 
instance of injurious delay is noted and a pro- 
. made it is heeded by the Mexican —— 
ities. 

Charges Against Dr. Zaremba. 

One of the cases about which a good deal of 
correspondence has passed between the two 
Governments is that of Dr. Zaremba, late of 
Chicago and various other cities. Zaremba is 


went to Mexico to push several enterprises. 
He was concerned in a kidnaping case and 
served a three-months’ sentence for his 
offense. But a more serious charge 
ainst him was counterfeiting the seal ot the 
exican Government. He claimed that the 
offense alleged against him was an extrater- 
ritorial one, and on that account he could not 
be brought to trial in Mexico for it. He want- 
ed the United States to uphold him, and cited 
the precedent in the Cutting case. The cases 
are not identical, but the United States Con- 
sul at Laredo recently made a trip to Mexico 
in order that Minister Ryan might be put in 
— of all the circumstances. Zaremba 
as not yet been tried on the counterfeiting 
charge, and there is no danger that he will not 
be accorded all his rights. 

The case of Samuel C. Graham, imprisoned 
at Guadalajara for killing a German named 
Koch,excited a great deal of interest because of 
statements made by Engineer Bernard in Chi- 
cago about the indignities to which he was 
subjected in prison. Graham had relations 
living in Indianapolis and in Bloomington, 

€ was a victim of the liquor habit. His 
crime was the result of a frenzy brought on 
by drinking and was not premeditated. The 
Mercurio identale of Guadalajara in a re- 
cent issue has an interview with the American 
Vice-Consul, Mr. Newton, in which the latter 
states that the trial of Graham had been reg- 
ularly conducted and that the penitentiary in 
which he was confined was not unsanitary. 

The same paper has an interview with Gra- 
ham himself. In it he corrects some mis- 
statements about the, killing of Koch, but 
says he has no complaints to make of his 
283 treatmeut or 8 He further 

ieclaims all responsibility for Engineer Ber- 
nard’s statements, and declares he never saw 
rnard. 

The Two Republics, the American paper 
published at the City of Mexico, investigated 
Graham's case and published an article ex- 
culpating the authorities at Guadalajara from 
the charges brought against them. 

The Case of Ex-Postmaster Congdon. 

Another imprisoned American is E. W. 
Congdon, who is in jail at Chihuahua for kill- 
ing a Mexican soldier. Congdon was former- 
ly Postmaster at Pearsali, Tex., and Post- 
masters all over the country interested them- 
selves in his behalf. When he was tried he 
was found guilty and sentenced to twelve 
years in penitentiary. Congdon’s sen- 
tence has not been confirmed by the Superior 
Court of Chihuahua and he is still in the jail, 
or “carcet.’”” He makes no complaint of his 
treatment, but has some fears that the preju- 
dice against Americans may keep him de- 
tained along time. As the case stands, how- 
ever, there is nothing the Government of the 
United States can do except to urge within 
reasonable time a hearing in the Superior 


courts. 

The Pittsburg Times not long ago published 
a statement, purporting to come from a man 
by the name of Reynolds, to the effect that 
James Cameron, after leaving, in September, 
1889, Sells Brothers’ Circus, started, in part- 
nership with George Loudon of New York, a 
dancing and.gambling house at San Pablo 
near Chihuahua, where a Mexican named 
Lopex was murdered last July, and a fight 
started between the friends of the deceased 
and the proprietors of the establishment, after 
which Loudon escaped to Texas and Cameron 
was arrested and put in jail, from which place 
he managed to write a letter to Reynolds, 
complaining that he (the prisoner) had not 
been examined by the courts; he was 
maltreated at the jail, and that he was absent 
from the house when the murder was com- 
mitted. 

The attention of the Mexican Government 
was called tothe above statement and the local 
authorities of the Camargo district, where San 
Pablo is located, were ordered to make an in- 
vestigation into the premises. The report 
they have presented is totally at variance with 
the above statement. They deny not only the 
establishment of the gamblirg house at San 
Pablo and the murder alle to have been 
committed there, but also the imprisonment 
of Cameron. 

Was Not an American Citizen. 

The attention of the Mexican Government 
having been called toa telegram from San 
Diego, Cal., published a short time ago in the 
San Francisco Chronicle, stating that Edward 
Crosthwaite, who claims American citizen- 
ship, had been arrested on United States ter- 
ritory by Mexican officers, the matter was re- 
ferred at once to the authorities of the north- 
ern district of Lower Califorhia, Mexico, who 
contradicted the above statement and reported 
the following: 

„Edward Crosthwaite, a Mexican citizen 
(who has never claitned before any other citi- 
zenship), crossed the boundary line over in 
California after committing some crime in 
Mexico last year; his extradition was there- 
fore dem of the California authorities, 
and it was granted by the Governor of that 
State, but he was set free by the San Diego 
court, before which he inte a writ of 
habeas corpus.

BUSINESS REMAINS QUIET 


SPECULATION FURNISHES THE ONLY 
ACTIVITY, 


Outside of the Exchanges the Course of . 
Trade Presents No Particular Activity 
on change in Conditions, the General 
Demand for the Staple Commodities 
Continuing Fair, Without Any Violent 
Changes in Values Character of the 
Week’s Transactions in Wall Street. 


New York, April 24.—R. G. Dun & Co.“ 
weekly “ review of trade”’ says: 

But for speculation this would have been a 
com paratively dull week, but sales of 112,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat in this market and 680,- 
000 bales of cotton and 2,242,000 shares of 
stock have supplied a certain activity, though 
not of the most wholesome kind. In the m- 
terior business has been somewhat improved, 
but many causes combine to prevent great ac- 
tivity. Prominent among these is the reac- 
tion from excessive real-estate speculation and 
building which have prevailed for years in 
some quarters. Thus at Philadelphia the de- 
pression is explained by the fact that 60,000 
new houses have been added in eight 
years. The strikes in building trades tend to 
cause dullness where activity had been expect- 
ed, and the threatened strike of coal miners 
in several States also retards operations. But 
on the whole the volume of business is large 
for the season, in amount of bank exchanges 
close up to that of the corresponding week 


last year, and eastbound shipments from Chi- 


cago for three weeks have been 200,071 tons 
against 213,108 for the same week of 1890. The 
symptoms are those of waiting rather than of 
reaction. ; 

The merchandise movement at Boston has 
been fair, in wool slightly larger without much 
change in goods, and in boots and shoes with 
better reports from agents, while leather and 
hides are quiet. 

At Philadelphia the coal and iron trades are 
more active. Worsted mills are running full 
time at good prices. At Hartford it is noted 
that goods do not jusiify the higher prices 
said to be asked forthe increased clip of wool. 
At Baltimore trade is only fair, but manu- 
facturers are active, and at Cleveland better 
weather brings some improvement, with unu- 
sual activity in manufactured iron. Cincinnati 
also notes improveinent and great activity in 
building materials, and Detroit finds better 
trade with better country roads, 

At Chicago wool receipts gain* a third over 
last year, and wheat receipts are larger, but a 
decrease appears in flour, corn, meats, lard, 
and hides. Dry goods sales equal last year’s 
for the same week, and sales of clothing and. 
shoes show increase. 7 1 

The grip retards trade at Milwaukee, but 
further improvement is seen at St. Louis; 
trade is fair at Kansas City and Omaha and 
better at Denver. Cotton is quiet and lower 
at New Orleans, and sugar active and lower, 
general trade being fair. At Savannah trade 
slackened slightly and is rather dull at Jack- 
sonville, but extensive investments in phos- 
phates with heavy shipments cause activity in 
the part of the State where there are deposits. 

The money markets are generally undis- 
turbed and comparatively easy. Collections 
improve slowly. The Treasury continues to 

y out more than it takes in, though but 
ittle this week, the net addition to the circu- 
lation being about $800,000. re are re- 
newed signs of foreign selling of securities on 
the recent rise, and it is not to be ex 
that large gold exports in the summer can be 
prevented unless breadstuffs so decline as to 
permit a free movement prior to June. 

Wheat has risen 2%c, with enormous specu- 
lative transactions, and has been even higher, 
the markets of late showing heavy realizing, 
yet exports from Atlantic rts continue far 
below those of a year ago, although the quan- 
tity available for export after supplying all 
domestic demands for the crop year is still 
over 40,000,000 bushels.

IMPROVEMENT IN THE CROP CONDI. 
TIONS OF THE COUNTRY. 


Oats All Seeded and Coming Up—Gooid 
Progress Being Made with Plowing the 
Ground for Corn—Fair Progress with 
Planting—Winter Wheat Never Gave @ 
Metter Promise of a Full Crop-—Grass 
Large Enough for Feed. 
All things considered there has been a gen- 
eral improvement in the crop conditions of 


of the Ohio River comprising the winter wheat, 
spring wheat, and corn belts. 

The temperature has been higher, the 
ure decreased, and acorresponding increase 
of sunshine. These general conditions have 
caused rapid growthin the winter wheat, 
brought up the early-sown oats, put the ground 
in condition for plowing for corn, and enabled 
the farmers in the Northwest to commence 
seeding spring wheat. The last week of April 
closes with the whole crop world in the North- 
west fairly at work. 
ago at this time we are from two to three 
weeks later with our seeding. 


Winter Wheat. 

The present week has been peculiarly favor- 
able to the winter wheat crop, having been 
both cool and moist. Under these conditions 
the crop has picked up wonderfully in growth 
and in many areas of the country is much 
further advaneed than it was a year ago at 
this time. Take for example the large winter 
wheat counties in Southern Lilinois, and the

Geographically the Dominion cannot be- 

come a State. It labors under the further dif- 
ficulty that between Ontario and the provinces 
on the Atlantic there lies the compact aggress- 
ive and, not to be assimilated body of the 
French, inhabitants of Quebec. When Upper 
and Lower Can were united many years 
ago it was in the hope that the English would 
absorb the French element. It was anable to 
do so, and the union of the two provinces 
ended in a deadlock. In the hope that the ad- 
dition of more English-speaking and Euglish- 
thinking people would dominate the French 
the Dominion was formed. But the French 
are ruling yet. They have the great advantage 
of acting together. The English split up into 
parties and each faction bids for the French 
vote. The one that bids highest gets it. As 
the French are under priestly government the 
Roman Catholic Church can get generally all 
it wants. 

The present dream of the clerical rulers of 
‘Quebec is to build up in the New World a 

rench Catholic nation. They have no feel- 
ing of loyalty to England, and they have no 
affection for the United States. The only per- 
son whom 2 Neng to regard as their sov- 
ereign is the Pope. In view of this subser- 
viency of Canadian politicians to this French 
element there seems no reason to believe that 
it ever can be absorbed so long as it is a part 
of the Dominion, while if Quebec were to be- 


come a part of the United States it would not | 


be able to retain its individuality long. 

These being the facts, Prof. Smith is con- 
vinced of the necessity of commercial union, 
and he sees no harm in political union. As 
Canada is a part of this continent, he believes 
it should have free access to the markets of 
this continent. He can see that this talk about 
new markets for Canadian farmers in the 
West India Islands or Australia is the sheerest 
nonsense, He says also that the removal of 
custom-house barriers would be a good thing 
for those protected Canadian manufactures 
which are not hot-house plants. The market 
would be so increased that manufacturers 
would be able to produce more economically 
than they do.

Political Science and Comparative Consti- 
tutional Law. 

Prof. Burgess has attempted to apply to po- 
litical science and jurisprudence that com- 
parative method which has been so fruitful 
of results in the domain of natural science, 
and he has worked out results which will at 
least provoke thought and invite discussion. 

He commences by the definition of a na- 
tion, which may have either a geographic or 
an ethnic unity. When the two coincide the 
nation may become a State. But for the cre- 
ation of a real State the power of political or- 
ganization is necessary. This talent 
has been shown by the Aryan races, 
while among the Asiatic and African ones 
it is non-existent. It is developed in 
the highest degree among the Teutons, but is 
almost entirely lacking in the Slavs. Hence 
it is necessary that those les lacking in 
that power should be organ from without. 
A “nation” may consist of many States. 
Thus the Spaniards of the Old and the New 
World form one nation, but are divided into 
many States. 

Prof. Burgess then draws a sharp distinction 
between the State and the Government,“ 
the latter bei merely one of the means 
through which the State attains its ends. 
The form of state may change while the form 
of government is unaltered. The passage o 
the English Reform bill in 1832 was a revolu 
tion which recognized the English State and 
yet did not change the form of government.

The per capita taxation in France, as is 
well known, is the highest in the world. It is 
curious to follow the various devices that 
spread the narrowing meshes of the net to 
catch even the humblest laborer. The French 
taxpayer, like the ox of Macaulay’s ballad, 
“toils through the furrow, obedient to the 
goad,” and one can but admire the skill of his 
driver in getting the maximum service out of 
e without unfitting him for tomorrow’s 
task. 


it will be seen that besides 569,000,000 of spe- 
cial resources and services, part of which ap- 
ar also in the main budget, the Ministry of 
far borrowed 154,000,000, the public lands 
yielded 43,000,000, and over 8,000,000,000 were 
raised by taxation. The budget distinguishes 
between direct taxes and those “‘ assimilated ”’ 
to them, tho indirect taxes and monopolies, 
— will be convenient to follow this order 
re. 
Direct taxation yielded last year hardly one- 
eighth of the income, 411,000,000 francs. Here 
the chief item is the land tax. Leaving aside 
the additional centimes imposed for local 
purposes the tax amounted to About 4½ per 
cent of the rental value of the land and about 
24¢ on that of buildings. The new budget 
tends to make the rates more equal. Neither 
tax is high when compared with Italy or Aus- 
tria, and both yield only 182,000,000, but the 
distribution. of the tax has given much 
ground for complaint, and a very summary 
reassessment of buildings has just been com- 
pleted which does away with the worst of the 
inevitable inequalities that marred the old 
survey, which was forty-three years in making 
(1807-1850). Values have so changed sitice 
then that the actual rate is said to vary from 
2.82 in Basses-Pyrenees to 6.51 per cent in Lo- 
zere. It may be remembered that though lo- 
cal taxes double these rates they are still far 
behind our own. 

Closely allied to the house-tax is an out- 
rageous impost on doors and windows. This 
tax on light yields 49,000,000 to the Treasury 
and 26,080,000 to total taxes. Heaven only 
knows how much health and comfort it costs 
besides. The average tax for each family in 
France is 3.19 francs, but in the cities where 
air 1s most needed it rises to 17 francs for each 
family. Then there is a rent tax, averaging 
about 44¢ per cent, which is assessed in quotas 
on the departments and distributed by these, 
together with a poll-tax supposed to represent 
three days’ labor. This is usually commuted 
at from 1.50 to 4.50 francs for the three days, 
according to the district, though wages are 
nowhere so low in France as the smallest of 
these figures. Lowering the poll-tax raises the 
rent tax and vice Versa. two yield the 
State 75,000,000, They are subject to local ad- 
owever. For instance, the rent tax 
in Paris now varies from 11.72 per cent to 64 
per cent of four-fifths of the actual rent, an 
its radical municipal council has exempted 
rents under 500 francs at the cost of the others. 

The patent or trade-license tax yields 104 
millions subject to very heavy local additions. 
They weigh tnost on firms and stock com- 
panies, amounting in some cases to 100,000 
francs annually. Industries so burdened of 
course cry for a tariff to keep out unfettered 
foreign competition. To all these direct taxes 
the Premier Avertissement adds sixty- 

‘two millions more. Then come the assimi- 
lated”’ taxes, twelve millions on horses and 
carriages, three on clubs and billiard tables, 
others on property in mortmain and for veri- 
fying weights and measures, and so on till 
they reach a total of thirty-eight millions. 

Indirect taxes are the thick end’’ of the 
French budget. The opening lineis “ Regis- 
tration, 513 millions, then comes Stamps 
and stamped paper, 164 millions. The two 
are rarely separated. All sales of real estate 
are taxed 6.6 per cent for registry, and the 
stamp dues raise this to from 814 to 10 per 
cent. This effectually checks all speculation 
in land, and even all buying for improvement 
and sale, while, of course, it stimulates secret 
transactions. Other sales, so far as they can 
be made thesubject of legal registry, are taxed 
also, but at a lower rate, and certificates and 
bonds payable to bearer pay a — coupon 
tax of 6 per cent lest they should escape the 
impost on their sale. The heavy succession 
and donation dus I have referred to else- 
where. 

Most visit¢rs to Paris have had occasion to 
use a sheetfor two of papier tiiabré, or have 
received a polite notice that official requests 
could not be granted unless so preferred. Tax 
stamps are almost as ubiquitous in France as 
the alcavala used to be in old Spain. You nnd 
them on your receipted bills, waybills, and 
freight receipts, on bonds and stock certifi- 
cates, on legal and civil papers, and so on. 
They fall heavily on mortgages, taxing a 
man’s debts, as Sismondi caustically said, and 
they are a grievous burden in lawsuits and 
small successions. The expenses of Sheriffs’ 
sales remind one of certain New York experi- 
ences. In the last of which I have record 
the average of 1,307 sales under 500 francs pro- 
duced 286 and cost 353 francs each, the ex- 
penses on sales of less than 1,000 francs varied 
from 28.15 to 123 per cent. Who will say that 
the French are not patient? 

For some years there has been a 3 per cent 
tax on coupons and dividends—that is, on asso- 
ciated capital which had already paid all the 
taxes that could be demanded of individuals 
engaged in the same enterprise. Only Gov- 
ernment bonds, mortgages, and personal notes 
were exempt. The tax was not only unjust 
but unwise, for it hindered the industrial de- 
velopment of the country, but it has just been 
raised to4 per cent on the ground that the 
land and building taxes were to be made 4 per 
cent also. This last was afterwards forgotten 
or neglected, a characteristic instance of leg- 
islative égalité in France. If this be not 
enough to discourage stock companies they 
are asked to pay a 1 per cent capital tax on 
organization, and if they pay off any stock 
or bonds at more than price 
of issue the difference is taxed 3 per 
cent. Now premium and lottery bonds are 
very common in France, and students should 
note this, for it shows that tne annual income 
from these investments cannot be estimated 
by multiplying the tax by 3356; yet this error 
is sometimes made even in France. The tax 
yielded 51,000,000 last year, and is to give 68,- 
000,000 this year, unless more of those ric 
take wings and fly after the Suez Canal shares 
to more hospitable Holland and England. The 
impost makes all foreign stocks worth more 
for export than for domestic holding, and it 
ruins the market for home stocks abroad,

Altogether the 
French pay to the State for alcoho! 11.50 francs 
each. This is exclusive of local charges. 

A tax of about 120 pes cent on domestic 
sugar. involving a still heavier import tax and 
the crippling of their colonial industry, yields 
179,000,000. The sugar-refiners have always 
been a political power in France, and the tax 
is greatly complicated to suit their conven- 
‘jence. But while the production of beet 
sugar. is remunerative the consumption is 
much restricted, and the tax becomes propor- 
tioned to wealth, for the working classes are 
obliged to restrict their use of this healthful 
food, and its use in industry and the arts is 
made difficult or impossible. Possibly the 
country would be better off if the stimulus of 
Napoleon’s blockade had not discovered the 
sugar beet. 5

THE IMMIGRATION OF HEBREWS. 


Attempts to Regulate It So That It Shall 
Not Be Too Heavy. 

New York Star: Some of the Hebrews of 
this city who take an interest in the people of 
their race now coming here from Russia are 
striving to regulate and systematize the immi- 
gration for the benefit of all concerned. Dur- 
ing the last year, and especially the last half 
year, a very large number of Hebrew immi- 
grants have arrived at this port, and hundreds 
of thousands of their brethren in Russia and 
Poland are anxious to find the means that will 
euable them to reach the United States. The 
cable dispatches have brought news that mul- 
titudes of them are always at Hamburg, Ant- 
werp, and other continental ports awaiting the 
time when they can take passage to this coun- 
try. 

It is considered desirable by American He- 

brews that the immigration be kept under re- 
straint, and several of thé Hebrew societies in 
New York are engaged in contriving how this 
shall be done. The Hirsch fund provides 
abundant means for assisting Russian He- 
brews to come to this county; but how large 
a number shall be brought each month, and 
what shall be done in their behalf when they 
get here? Hardly any of them have been ac- 
customed to farming life, and few of them 
have been trained to work at any of the 
skilled trades. Experience has shown that 
a large proportion of those who come to 
this country get along very well in one way 
or another, but it is s@ll a question 
whether this experience is likely to be con- 
tinued if the immigration should be un 
duly encouraged. There is no doubt that the 
Czar’s Government is desirous of driving out 
of Russia the whole of the Jewish ple liv- 
ing there, who number between 2,000,000 and 
3,000,000; and there is no other Euro 
country in which they can find refuge. It is 
alleged by a New York Hebrew who is famil- 
iar with the facts that a large proportion of 
these millions would like to come to the 
United States. . 
§iThe best judgment of American Hebrews 
appears to be that the immigration of the peo- 
ple of their race to this country from Russia 
ought not to exceed 50,000 a year; but of 
course it cannot be fixed from this side of the 
water, as a large proportion of Russian 
Hebrews who come here do so on their own 
account without receiving ou assistance 
or asking anybody’s advice.

Everybody is at work, and 
if the crop, as it is this year, is large, every 
one feels cheerful and confident. The orange 
grove of the imagination is a stretch of trees 
filled with golden fruit, where one can lie in 
the soft grass and laxuriate in the sight. The 
actual grove, while beautiful to the eye, is not 
a place for lounging, as the ground is or should 
be kept plowed continually and irrigated often 
by floods of water. But the trees are attract- 
ive; ever green, often showing ripe and green 
fruit and white blossoms at the same time, 
they are an enigma. 

At Pasadena and all through the Southern 
country the oranges are now being picked. 
A gang of men under the head ofa leader or 
overseer takes ion of a grove bright 
and early in morning, two or three 
men being appointed toa tree, and the picking 
begins. Tall step-ladders enable the pickers to 
reach the top branches, and each orange is 
carefully cut from the tree, as if it is pulled 
and the skin broken it will soon decay. The 
picker wears a bag in which the fruit is 
drop „Which, when filled, is handed to the 
washer or scrubber. The latter, generally a 
Chinaman, washes the black stain or rust frgm 
the fruit, polishing it with a cloth, after which 
itis passed to the assorter. Sometimes a 
simple machine is used, a runway, so that the 
oranges of the same size will all collect to- 
gether. This accomplished, each orange is 
wrapped in variously colored paper and placed 
in the box ready for #hipment. A countcr 
keeps tally of the boxes, as sometimes the 
owner is paid by the box as well as the picker. 

In some groves various machines are used. 
Thus one patent is a knife on a long pole, 
which is connected with a canvastube. The 
orange cut in this way drops in the chute and 
by an arrangement df traps drops from one to 
another and finally rolls into a box uninjured. 
The ordinary method of picking, however, is 
by hand. 

The orange-pickers are usually a jolly lot, 
there being something about the business ap- 
parently that enlivens the spirits and imparts 
an air of jollity to the 1 A The Mexicans 
and Americans labor in harmony, but an 
orange-picking team composed of Chinamen 

Americans appears to work the reverse. 
The Chinese picker finds that his ladder gives 
way without warning, droppi him into the 
thorny tree or upon the groun He is bom- 
barded with oranges from unseen quarters, 
or finds his pigtail fastened to a branch; in 
other words, as a rule, his life in the orange 
grove 18 not as pleasant as it might be. He is 
strongly suspected by his fellows of working 
at rates that will not support a white man of 
family addicted to taxpaying.
